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N my laft, I propos’d the only Me- 
thod, by which the Contradittion of 
Mm. both the Church of England and the 
Church of Scotland being, in Danger, from 
the Union now in profpe&, might be re- 
concil’d 3 viz. from the Union being really 
a Popifo Plot, a defign to blow up the Con- 
ftitution of both, as Proteftant reform’: 
Countries.

If the Moral of this Story wiil norreach 
our Cafe, lam miftaken ; we talk'd of 
Papifis and Fopery, and fome Reafons we 
may have had to exclaim that way ; but, 
really, Gentlemen, in this Affair, the Papifs 
have had no concern in the Matter, no 
hand in the Thing, and we dothem a great 
deal of wrong, nay,there area great inany 
honeft Gentlemen among the Roman Cu- 
tholicks ; who, tho’ as fuch, they care not 
you fhould do any thing wifely and fuccefs- 
fully, and as Roman Catholicks they are in 
the right 3 yetas Men of Reafon and Poli- 
cy they will own this } That whether they 
would have you Unite or no, is not che dil- 
pute But that you are all Madmen as to 
your own Intereft if you donor.

not beeaufe of their Suzgeftion and Fears, 
apply themielves to Oppofe the Vsien in 
general, asif they were fure their Obje- 
ctions Were unantxerable, and their own 
Judgments decilive. 

] graneebe Conf nthicn of Both Nations, 
isa Solema and extraordinary thing; I 
grant there can nardly be any Treaty fo 
firm, fo comprenenfiye, foexadtly worded, 
fo regularly and compleatly fertt'd, as that 
he, who is watchfal to Objeét, may not 
torm pofhbilities of Evil from, and from 
thence fuggett Dangers of what fort he 
pieafes. 

But there is always a difference between 
a wiliinglefs to be fatisfied, and a willing- 
nefs to Objeét ; there’s always adifference 
betwixt being really Anfwer'd, and oeing 
hone enough to Acknowledge ; 1 am 
perfwaded, there can arifeno Danger to 
the Church of England, or the Church of 
Scotland from the prefent Treaty, as now 
fettl’d, if honeftly Executed—If you will 
fay, ae Pome festa it may not be bonefhy 
Executed, The fame Objettion tyes axainik aa 
any Treaty atall, and againft a!l Treaties 
that ever wereiin the World. i 

Nor is it faying any thing, to fay tothefe 
Gentlemen, that it can never be the Ince.

thiig is avre common, both to Men and 
tNavioas, than to fee them aé&t againft their 
own seal Intereft, in Cafes of lefs Con- 
feqnences than this.

Conclution 5 I wifh 1 could fee it really 
Stated, which o: the Churches are in muft 
Danger from this Union, for certainly the 
Riddle of both being expos’d, muft be 
abfurd, it muft be a Chimera on one fide 


or other, and I would gladly come to a 


certainty. 

And in fearch of this certainty, I am 
perfwaded 1 fhall find it on both fides, and 
that the Union as now Treated on, and a- 
greed by the Commiffioners on both fides, 


is Calculated to preferve entire the fe- 


veral Privileges, Liberties, and Conftitu- 
tions of the refpective Eftablifh’d Church- 


es of both Kingdoms, and effe@ually to pre- 
a Encroachments and Invation on either 
ide. 

If this be fo, for God fake, Gentlemen, 
oneither hand let us flare at no Dithculties 
for the fake of them ; let us not embarra(s 
a Treaty of fuch Confequence,with Clouds 
of meer Poffibilities if there are viti- 
ble Dangers, let them be made vilible to 
the World, that other Men may judge of 
them ; let them be made vifible to the 
Parliaments of both Kingdoms now ap- 
proaching, that they may be again 
made invifible by being remov’d, the 
Gap or Defe&t in the Treaty be fupplied, 
and all the Preliminaries of Safety be intro- 
duced ; that we may not lofe the thing, be- 
caufe it was not perfeét, if shar be fuggefted, 
but that it may be made perfeét, and then 
be concluded to the univerfal Joy and equal 
Advantage of buth Kingdoms,
